NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY.

There is a fatal fondness prevalent in  the
community for newspaper notoriety. Pri-
vacy has long ceased to be regarded as ne
cessary, exceps in u very few cases, nud a
repulsive tendency in the opposite direction
hita uaurpml its pln.ce. Tﬁe most sucred
transactions of lite, intimately concerning
only the immediate actors, are now fully re-
ported. thus frequently serving as the teat
tor coarse comment or unseemly jest. What
matters it to the great world that Miss Lau-
| ru Maulda Suitile bus thought proper to take
the more eupbonious name of Mrs. Ladylove?
It Mr. Gilldipper abondons his single state
bestowing his patronymic upon some unfor
tunate of the vther sex, whose business 15 it?
Why should the mass of readers be pestered
by long accountsof the ceremonials ineident
to the occurrence? The quiet, domestic vir-
tues shrink abashed from such public inspec-
tion, The desire for elaburate description,
growing out of the cunstantly increasing hal-
it of conecting private family bixiories with
the wider public life, has led many organs
ul opinion in ¢ities to ndopt measures in - re-
gard to the publication of intelligence which
utherwise would have met with the severest
rebuke.  Some of the metropolitan journsls
have adopted au offensive practice of describ-
ing funeral ceremomes, detailing the som-
bre appearance of the chief mourners, the
number of carriages in the cortege, the dress
of the dead body, and the style of the burial
case,  We cnnoot eonceive of any commu-
nity being sovitisted in taste or morals as to
crave such mental pabulum as is furnished
by these nareations.  The newspaper should
Le the ehronicler of all events of general in-
terest, and ussist in inculeating good morals;
Lut never become the record of petty occur-
rences, of prime importance only to the indi-
viduals directly concerned. It may be diffi-
